hoc, spade, or hammer, cause tho 
defective shell to explode.

ally the child who causes the explo- 
sion is blown to pieces, and often 
several • arc killed by one shell. But 
the little one who finds the shell 
nearly always calls in his playmates 
to help in the operation of unearth, 
ing it, arid 
several mutilated chil- 


dren usually arc left alive after an 
explosion.

An interesting passage in the reminiscences oE 


Christopher Buckley relates how. as a political 
boss, he was excoriated by the press, and very par- 
ticularly excoriated when he interested himself in 
something that was especially commendable. He 
cites as an instance a legislative effort to pro- 
mote the improvement of Golden Gate park.

was when the park was a State institution. A. tax 
of a cent and a half was being levied, which barely

doubled.

Absorbing Lower California 


Congressman. Elston's 
bill, looking to the 


acquisition of Lower California, is attracting a 
great deal more attention than any of the several 
proposals and attempts to make that a part oC the 
United States has done. The war and the efforts 
of Germany to get a footing there that would 
amount to a base; and a realization of the mis- 
chief that could be done from a base anywhere OH 
the 800 miles of sea coast that the peninsula 
affords, may be responsible for the attention now 
given to the proposed 
acquisition. 
Also, (he 


acquisition would get the national boundary on 
the other ,side of the whole of the tremendously 
rich Imperial Valley and simplify the irrigating 
schemes of that intensive region. Lower Califor- 
nia is not a vital part of Mexico, and its elimina- 
tion would not, probably, be felt as a national 
despoilment. Governor Cantu is a holdover from 
the Diaz regime, having kept out revolutionary 
disorders and maintained a stable government 
through refusing to conform to the regimes that 
have succeeded Diaz. He has practically defied 
them at times, though at present acknowledges 
suzeranity. It would be interesting to know just 
how he feels on the subject of annexation. Of 
course, his unique vogue would be gone. He is 
reasonable and friendly with the United States 
authorities, and being able to act on his own initi- 
ative in most matters has got along fine; but how 
he is taking the proposition to annex bis empire 
io the United -States is a matter very different 
from any that has yet been put to him from this 
side of the line.

The War Grafter 


.It has been discovered through official investiga-

spierre was able to dominate, and celebrated hi.s 
power by putting his coadjutor in jail.

head (rial condemned him to death. 
I t is recorded 


how, as the tumbril was conveying him to the guil- 
lotine and as he was passing Robespierre's house, 
he called out to his one-lime associate that it 
would bo his I urn next. 
And the course of events 


proved hjs prophecy correct; w i t h i n six months 
Robespierre's head fell from the guillotine also. 
We have seen Trotzky and Lenine in similar 
diabolical alliance. We also have seen or read of 
their disagreement, of Lenine wanting to proceed 
in a less sanguinary and more parliamentary way, 
and to that end desiring to consult others who 
were not over bloodthirsty; and we have read that 
Trotzky negatived that idea, and caused Lenine's 
incarceration.

The block of Grant avenue, between Market and 
Geary streets, was a popular forum for soapbox 
orators, who freely denounced the social order. 
We .have an inkling of bow this city became a cen- 
ter for what is now differentiated as Bolshevik 
propaganda. 
When the 
fall of the Romanoff 


dynasty was imminent there was a considerable 
hegira from this port; and the reports from the 
Root mission to Russia were tempered with rep- 
resentations and demands of those who had been 
here and-had knowledge of the activities of radi- 
cals and anarchists. 
Presidential Discussion 


if it is early to discuss a presidential election 


in the United States which is to take place in 
November, 1920, it is particularly forehanded to 
prognosticate as to an election in Mexico, to take 
place in December, 1921. 
Yet it is being done, and 


the press on this side of the line is participating.

Flu Kept From San Quentin 


Satirical persons may find a subject to their 


liking in the statement that not a case of "flu" has 
occurred among the 2800 inmates of San Quentin 
penitentiary, and at last accounts that Agnews 
asylum had not been visited by the plague. Com- 
ment might take the form of animadversion upon 
the success of the effort to protect our insane 
wards and our convicts from epidemic visitation, 
while all attempts to safeguard the law-abiding 
and the responsible have considerably more than 
merely failed. Of course, the ground for sarcastic 
allusion in this connection would not be very 
solid; still there-is some room to consider the 
matter from such standpoint. Th^rc is the fact 
that whatever has been done to keep the epidemic 
from public institutions has been single-minded— 
has not been distracted effort. 
There has been 


no divided responsibility, no disagreement: as to 
courses of action. There has been no taking the 
back track. The advice of those who are supposed 
to be scientifically qualified to advise, and who are 
officially in position to say what should be done, 
has not been set aside because of public protests 
and dissent.

mysticism doea not mean all of that 
of an esoteric nature with which the 
word is generally associated. 
This 


book might as well bo called "Lin- 
coln's Spiritual Side." 


Because 
Gxierson 
has 
thought 


that the life example of Lincoln, the 
outstanding figure before 
another 


period of reconstruction, should be 
held up as an example in tho pres- 
ent dny, he has written this book. 
Those who know the author will 
understand his fitness for the task. 
When he wrote "The Valley of the 
Shadows'" he gave a world the fruits 
of careful-study of Lincoln's life, aJid 
when ho wrote "Modern Mysticism" 
he outlined the philosophy that is 
his. 
He has now written of Lin- 


coln In the light of that philosophy. 
As in all books of this nature, the 
reader may sometimes wonder if the 
writer's enthusiasm for his subject 
and his theories do not lead to an 
interpretation that is personal and, 
perhaps, inauthenilc. It may be said 
that Grierson has written 
out 
of 


most careful research and there can 
be no doubt but tltat a study of the 
uoolc will Increase one's understand- 
ing of Abraham Lincoln.

minds is Theodore Marburg, former- 
ly United States minister to Belgium. 
He has written one volume on the 
subject "Tins League of Nations," 
and in this second volume endeavors 
a clear presentation of the funda- 
mental 
principles 
Involved. 
He 


nhows 
that 
allrulsm 
and. justice 


mtiFt be lit the basis of alt freedom; 
and then presents the needs of such 
a league, shows that power is essen- , 
tial to its continuance. 
He empha- 


sizes the necessity of a complete re- 
organization of Germany, and a true 
change of heart of its people as to 
what constitutes greatness, and espe- 
cially dwells upon the assertion that 
the origin 
of the 
war 
was not 


economic. 
It Is a luminous and 


- helpful presentation of the subject 


by a true philosopher.—G. "W. J,

While frankly pointing out the dif- 


ficulties in the way of many of tho 
desirable methods proposed for pro- 
moting the closer 
friendship and 


relationship of nations, it is essen- 
tially an optimistic book. 
It sets 


forth the wonderful 
progress the 


world has made in altruism since 
civilization, began. 
Yet it is plain 


spoken nnd clear-cut in its Implied 
denunciation of men's nnd nation's 
selfishness. 
It Is seldom openly di- 


dactic. 
It proceeds on the assump- 


tion that men are rational bolngs 
and will think aright when the right 
Is mad<? rlc-nr, and will then shape 
their own actions and those of their 
governments 
in 
accordance with 


that right. It is a truly Jeffersonion 
book, a 
truly Lincolnlan book, 
a. 


truly Frnnklinian book, full of the 
spirit evinced, taught and lived by 
these three great commoners, these 
true democrats, who were willing to 
trust the people to be right given 
the chance of opportunity to know 
the right. 
It 13 a book full of epi- 


grams. 
Here nro a few: "Injustice, 


in whatever form, is fhe blood Poison' 
of .society"; "The 
republic has no 


loftier Ideal than to remain the land 
where hatred dies away"; "Peace and 
democracy alike demand 
interna- 


tionalism"; The cause of most mod- 
ern wars may well he defined as a 
conspiracy of the privileged classes 
to 
revive their warring 
power"; 


"The world is less in need of more 
I parliamentary^ machinery than of 
more self-control, more serious nt- 
tentlon to details of minding one's 
own business, and more patience and 
sympathy 
with 
the, problems of 


others": "They enslave their chil- 
dren's children who make compro- 
mise with sin." 


The 
book starts out by clearly 


stating the basis of the "new mor- 
ality," which was the spirit of In- 
ternational 
brotherhood which led 


us Into the grout war. 
"Wo would 


base tho liberties of oil on tho same 
Htable foundation as our own, 
We 


nravo no triumph, except to block 


aggression. 
Wo moan to allow no 


considerations of force to affect the 
final adjustment." 


Then, chapter by chapter, are dis- 


cussed the ideas oC Nationalism, the 
dynastic state (In which iR given the 
clearest exposition of the 
German 


state and irnde, the nature read), 
imperialism and trade, the nature of 
democracy, 
internationalism 
and 


federation, international law and ar- 
bitration, with a concluding chapter 
on "The New Order." 


The spirit 
of tho book 
may be 


gleaned from two extracts from tho 
chapter on "The Nature of Democ- 
racy." 
Dr. Jordan says: "It must 


be constantly recognized that democ- 
racy does not Insure freedom or Jus- 
tice, 
it merely enables the people 


to secure these if they are 
deter- 


mined to have them. It leaves them 
free to frame their own statutes and 
control their own adlmnistratlon. H 
gives the people 
their chance; to 


utilize thin successfully 
demands a 


high degree of Intelligence and pub- 
lic 
spirit. 
Almost 
every type, of 


tyranny, autocracy, aristocracy, plu- 
tocracy, military control, mob rule— 
has masqueraded under the name of 
democracy. 
Tho lid off, there is no 


limit to possible abuses. It is there- 
fore democracy's insistent 
duty to 


keep the lid on, to obey the laws 
created by Ita own machinery." And 
again, under the heading of "Indi- 
vidual 
Responsibility." 
he 
says: 


"Most important in this connection 
is training in personal responsibility 
—that discipline which arises within 
and Is in no way imposed from with- 
out. 
This lies at the very heart of 


democracy and leads to the highest 
civic devotion, the impulse lo conse- 
crate one's individual powers to tho 
social good. 
No discipline worthy 


of free men can be brought about by 
force." 


In the final chapter we are given 


a view of a truly grent man's con- 
ception of that justice that is not yet, 
but that Is to be. He..shows the na- 
tions the need of a common purpose 
to secure a true and lasting peace, 
and then points out certain funda* 
mental necessities, five in number, 
essential to tho friendly community 
of nations. These are: 
(1) Limita- 


tion of sovereignty to the common 
interest. 
(2) Denial of all right of 


conquest. 
(3) Control of backward 


peoples in their own interest and 
that of civilization. (4) Open diplo- 
macy,' with democratic 
control of 


foreign policy, (fl) Abatement of na- 
tional armament and its 
essential 


feature, compulsory military service 
of tho Prussian type, maintained un- 
dlrrilnlHhed In time of peace. 


Every man's and 
woman's club 


should make, this book tho basis of 
debates, discussions, lectures, classes. 


- It is one of the fundamental books 
for tho building up of truo and In- 
telligent ciU/onshlp. it is written by 
a man of gigantic mind, unsurpassed

schoolboy—yet who fools the real 
purpose of tho war, 
the necessity 


for it, tho holy sacrifice of 
those 


French, English and Italians, 
who, 


with the devoted 
Belgians, 
freely 


poured out their life-blood for the 
world's salvation from military and 
brtital domination. 
Finally, when 


ho reached his eighteenth year, and 
we tntcr the War, he feels he must 
go, and he shocks his father and 
mother by the stern imperative In 
his voico when he demands to be al- 
lowed to enlist in the 
ambulance 


corps. 
Thrilled by the high pur- 


pose of his idealism they givo their 
consent and the lad Joyfully goes to 
his alloted work. 
Both times he 


sees the battle of tho Marne, and 
the second time as a participant, and 
the reader of tho story gains glimpses 
of insight and knowledge into the 
real France that gave its sons so 
freely and gladly to arrest the power 
of the gray 'wolves that had started 
out to auck up the life blood of all 
idealistic civilization. 


And yot I have a serious crow to 


pick with Its author. 
1 have vowed 


an over urgent warfare 
upon 
all 


writers who Interlard their 
pages, 


written for ordinary American read- 
ers, with Fench, Lataln, Greek, 
or 


other foreign quotations. 
Tho fact 


that I am able to tell that "Lc Monde 
est aux enthouelaslos," signifies "tho 
world is (belongs) to the onthtisiats," 
and that "postcs de sccourB," 
are 


"places of help" near tho front line, 
doesn't lessen the impertinence and 
effrontery of tho writers who use 
these terms 
without 
giving 
their 


English equivalents for those who 
do not know them. In my own work 
I have had occasion to make vocab- 
ularies of over forty Indian tribes 
with whom I am on fairly 'familiar 
terms. 
Suppose I were to write 


about these people 
and 
Interject 


words and phrases;—the simplest and 
commonest to them—in my pages; 
how would intelligent and thought- 
ful people regard my work? 
I con- 


tend that no writer has the right to 
place unnecessary obstacles in the 
way of his reader's gaining the full- 
est comprehension of what is writ- 
ten, 
and If for any reason, one feels 


he prefers to uaa the tongue of the 
foreigner he introduces, ho should at 
least have the common courtesy of 
translating; his word BO that all may 
know what ho means by them. 


This fault overlooked—and I sin- 


cerely hopn tho day Is not far dis- 
tant when no American author will 
so offend again—"The Marne" meets 
with my unqualified 
approval 
and 


praise. .(G. W. J.).

makes a mystery that reminds ona 
a 
little 
of Poe, 
albeit 
there is 


nothin'g in Pttnshon's tale that even 
intimates that Poo 
hols 
been 
his 


model, for Punshon Is original, not 
only In themo, but in methofl of tell- 
ing tils tale, which has to do other- 
wise with a foreboding forest and 
with a romance. 


Punshon's mime, 
is not 
widely 


familiar In this country, but, 
ac- 


cording to the aforesaid biography 
on the jacket:

known of English popular novelists 
today. 
In his youth ho spent some 


four years as a cleric In a London 
office, but when he was about 20 
he went to Canada.

nary society man of the cost, in love 
with a woman of his kind, but who 
has the desire for romance in her 
veins coming out west. 
There, 
an 


accident lo u train holds them at a 
wild mining camp and cowboy sta- 
tion, where they enter upon experi- 
ences that stfon. give the young lady 
all the romance she desires. 
Two 


of 
the cowboys make love to her, 


one in an evil way that 
terrorizes 


her, and from whom she is rescued 
by her eastern lover, who thinks ho 
has killed his dastardly rival. 
The 


other is a man of rough and wild 
inanners, ljut with Innate refinement 
nnd manhood evident in his quieter 
moods. 
A plot sends tho three with 


a half breed across 
the 
country, 


through the Bad Lands, whuro they 
have fearful hardships and adven- 
tures enough to satisfy. 
The trials 


and difficulties overcome make the 
eastern lover fully acceptable to tho 
maiden and though she realizes that 
the westerner loves her, she is glad 
to reciprocate the affection of the 
man who has long tried to win her. 
The story is well told, the plot vivid 
arid intense, the characters clearly 
presented, and the outcome pleas- 
ing.

spread abroad the sad 
news,

menting the death of their beloved

had 


loved thorn moro than i£ he had 
bocn their natural father. 
All de- 


sired to see him in order to relievo 
themselves of the sorrow which op- 
pressed their hearts through 
the 


ttarw that flowed 
from their eyes. 


BO groat was the crowd of people, 
both of Indians and of soldiers and 
marines, that it . was necessary to 
close the door in order to put hirn 
into the coffin, which tho day be-

inade. And in order to prepare him 
for burial it was not necessary to 
do anything more than to take off 
his 
sandals

sailors and the soldiers who, on ac- 
count of their larger knowledge of 
things, and because they held the 
late Venerable Father in very high 
esteem on account of hia Virtue and 
sanctity as they bad had dealings 
with him both on land and at sen, 
kept asking me 
for 
llttlo 
things 


which he had used. 
Although I 


promised them that I would grant 
them their wish after tho burial, 
thlB was not sufficient to prevent 
them, from cutting off little pieces 
from his habit, taking them from 
the under Bide that it might not be 
noticed, and also a part of the Irair 
of the crown, when they could do 
eo without being- seen by the senti- 
nel, if indeed, he did not become an 
accomplice with them and a parti- 
cipant in the pious robbery, for all 
wore very anxious to secure some 
keepsake 
fnom 
tho deceased, 
al- 


though such woe their great esteem 
for him that they called them relics, 
in -cpite of my effort to correct them, 
and explain,

Thus passed away a great and 


good man to whom California owes 
much. His devotion to God and the

Terra:" 
"I had the pleasure ot knowing 


and communicating with the Ven- 
erable Father, and Indeed In his face 
and behavior there could be read 
tho most exact obedience to tho Se- 
raphic Rule, tho most continuous 
mortification of his spirit, the most 
humble wisdom, and an ardent zeal 
for the conversion of the. heathen 
and the reform of Christians. This 
is also vividly stamped on all the 
steps he took, in all the countries he 
visited and in all tho labors In which 
he jfnfTered, in order to bring tho 


light of tho Gospel to a savago, num- 
erous and distant heathendom. And 
after he had paid the common tri- 
bute, and death had put an end to 
his Apostolic career, it might bo 
said that he has ceased to preach, 
to propagate tha name of Christ and 
to convert the unbelievers; but we 
are persuaded the contrary when we 
contemplate his labors and fatigues 
in those rough, unknown and dan- 
gerous roads, tho effort ho made to 
instruct himself in tho various dia-' 
lecls in order to please tho Indians 
by gaining first their good will and 
later (heir understanding; the pro- 
gress that Christianity made In thosa 
countries and tho blessings which 
God showered upon them; whan we 
contemplate, I say. all this, and when 
we read tho detailed account of his 
preaching, of the number of tho sec- 
ular priesthood who wilt feel them- 
selves moved, by tho odor of these 
perfumes from his life, to follow his 
laborious example and employ them- 
Kelves in this high and worthy min- 
istry. So we may say that it IK hie 
mouth and ton^iio that.through thsce 
Preaches and will preach, ovon after 
his circumstantiated foreseen 
and 


peculiar death; and Father Junipero 
will continue to preach to tlfose who 
by tho marvelous hapenlngs of his 
life will find a prepared, approved 
and 
successful 
method 
converting 
those souls.

To Pieras he gives the most minute 
directions how to answer the gover- 
nor's letter and how to make out 
mission reports and Inventories, leav- 
ing nothing in manner or matter to 
the padre's judgment. 
Ho wishes 


all made ready for signature because 
the most serious part of it is to feed 
tho governor's agents while doing 
the business. He expresses deep pity 
for some condemned criminals, anil 
directs a padro to attend to their 
spiritual neodn. 
"It 
wfll be some 


work, but very holy und meritori- 
ous." 
To Lasuen, announcing tho 


governor's refusal 
to

escort, he says "and this the result of 
all my efforts and all a viceroy's 
recommendations, and In response to 
an affectionate and humble sugges- 
tion made with all the honey my 
mouth would hold.

istry trouble arises not

m os." He writes a long letter to in- 
d»ce Figuor to give up his intention 
of retiring, 
reminding 
him

"Patience and suffering are the in- 
heritance of the elect, the coin with 
which heaven is bought." 
He be- 
gins by an anecdote of a friar at 
matins who wished to retire to his 
cell, not feoling' in a good humor, 
and to whom the prelate replied that

Then he compares San Diego life 


with that at other missions, show- 
ing that each has its advantages and 
disadvantages.

Although Serra was dead the work 


of the missions continued, and sev- 
eral padre presidents followed him 
in the founding of later missions and 
caring for those already established 
His immediate successor was Fran- 
cisco Palon, from whoso 
"Life 
of 
Serra" so much 
of the 
foregoing 


account has 
been 
taken. 
Palon, 


however, was appointed temporarily, 
as he had already acted as president 
during Serra's absence in Mexico. In 
1785 he wag succeeded 
by 
Padre 


Fermin Francisco de ,Ijasuen, 
who 
had come.with Serra, serving at San 
Gabriel, San Juan Capistrano 
and 


Sa.n Diego. 
Under 
his 
presidency 


the Santa Barbara mission was offi- 
cially founded December 4, 1786; La 
Purisima Concepcion," December 
S, 


1787; 
Santa Cruz, August 28, 1791; 


Soledad, October 3, 1791; Mission 
San Jose, Juno 9, 1797; San Juan 
Bautlfita, June 17, 1797; San Miguel, 
July 26, 1737; San Fernando 
Rey, 


September 8. 1787; San Lula 
R'ey, 


June 13. 


Thin ended the work ot establish- 


ment by Padre Lasuen, and he died, 
honored and beloved, at San Carlos 
Mission, In the.Carmol Valley, Mon- 
terey, June 26, 1803, where he was 
buried by the side of Serra. 


Owing to the long distance 
from 


Mexico, and the extended time re- 
quired to Bend news and letters and 
receive replies to tho convent of San 
Fernando, it was decided, at Serra's 
death, to elect not only a President, 
but. in addition, a provisional presi- 
dent, who was empowered to take the 
active presidency in Cfisa of tho ab- 
sence or death of the occupant of 
that office. 
Accordingly Padre Este- 
ban Tapis was appointed, and 
at 


LaSUen's death, 
he 
automatically 


succeeded to the office, to which he 
was 
later officially 
confirmed 
or 


elected. 
He established 
the 
mis- 


sion of Santa Ines, September 17, 
1804. 
This practically 
completed 


the mission chain from , San Diego 
to San Francisco de Asaisl. 
But in 


1817 a widespread mortality afflict- 
ed the Indians at the Mission of San 
Franclaco. and as n. health measure 
!m establishment was set up Derosa 
tho bay at San Rafael. 
Tapis, how- 


ever, was no longer president. 
He 


had retired in 181 a, and Jose Senan 
was elected in his stead. At tho same 
time a new office was created, en- 
tilled "Comisario Prefect," to have 
supreme control of all temporal af- 
fairs, the president to direct only the 
spiritual affairs. 
In 1S15, Senan re- 


signed, and Mariano Pag-eras -was 
elected, Sarria, still acting as prefect. 
Then for a time these men changed 
offices. 
Pas-ems died in-April, 1S23, 


and Sonan took the position; but, as 
he died in August of the same year, 
Sarria took both offices. 


DKCr/AKES REPUBMC. 


Tn'1825. Mexico having severed its 


relationship with Spain and declared 
herself n. republic, all the mission- 
aries.were required to take the oath 
of allegiance to the now government. 
This Sarria refused to do. and, offi- 
cially, he was placed under arrest. 
He was allowed to Continue In office 
until 1821, 
-when 
Nnrciaco 
Duran 


was elected, followed in 1827 by Jose 
Bernardo Sanchez, and in 1831 again 
by Duran, 


In 1833, ten new friars of the !5aca- 
*tecas College of Franciscans came to 


take the places of the old mission- 
aries, and It was decided to give them 
charge of all the missions north of 
San Carlos. The College of San Fer- 
nando being composed entirely of 
Spaniards, and they having been ban- 
ished from Mexico, the friars of a 
Mexican college were 
thus 
called 


upon to supply the missions of Cali- 
fornia with the needed padres. They 
brought their own prefect with them, 
in the person of 
FrnnoiBco Garcia 


Diego, who. later, .became the first 
bishop of California. 
Duron's au- 


thority was confined, after the com- 
ing of Dieg-o, to the missions south 
of San Antonio. 


With 
secularization 
practically 


v***- "" "" 


came the abolishment of both offices, 
prefect and president, and since that 
time the church lias been governed 
in the usual way. 


CHAPTER XVII. 


HOW 
XKAB 
SAX 
FRANCISCO 


CAJktE TO BEING ABANDONED. 


It was und ex- the presidency o' 


Pagerast, in 1817, that the temporary 
establishment was made :it San Ka- 
fael. 
It was originally intended to 


he an "aslstencla," or chapel, of Kan 
Francisco, hut although there is no 
record that it was 
ever 
formally 
raised to the dignity of an independ- . 
ent mission, It is called and enumer- 
ated as such from tho year of 1823 
in all the reports of tho fathers. To- 
day, not a brick of its walls remains; 
'the only evidence of its existence be- 
ingf the few old pear trees planted, 
early in Its history. 


There arc those who contend that 
San Rafael was founded as a direct 
check to the southward aggressions 
of the Russians, who in 1812 had 
established Fort Ross, hut alxty-flvo 


miles north of San Francisco. There 
sce'ms, however, to be no recorded 
authority for this belief, although it 
may easily ho understood how anxi- 
ous this close proximity of tho Rus- 
sians made tho Spanish authorities. 


They bad further causes of anx- 


iety. 
The 
complications 
between 


Mexico and Spain, which culminated 
In tho independence of the former, 
and then the establishment of the 
empire, gave tho loaders enough In 
occupy their minds. 


The final establishment Look place 


in 1S23. without any idea of found- 
ing a new mission. 
The change to 


San Rafael had been so beneficial to 
the sick Indians that Canon Fernan- 
dez, Prefect 1'ayeras, and Governor 
Arguello decided to transfer bodily 
tho Mission of San Francisco from 
the peninsula to tho mainland north 
of the h:iy, and make San IVtvfaol de- 
pendent upon it. 
An exploring ex- 


podition was Kent out which somewhat 
carefully examined tho whole neigh- 
borhood, and 
finally 
reported 
in 


favor of the Sonoma valley. 
Tho 


report being accepted, on 
July 4, 


IS23, a cross was sot up and blessed 
on the site, which was named New 
San Francisco. 


Padre Altlmira, ono of tho ex- 
plorers, now wrote to 
the 
Padre 


Presidente—Senan—explaining what 
ho had done, and his reason for so 
doing; stating that San Francisco 
could no longer exist, and that San 
Rafael was unable to subsist alone. 
Discussion followed, and Sarria, the 
successor of Senan, who had died, 
refused to authorize the change, ex- 
pressing himself astonished 'at the 
audacity of those who hod dared to 
take so Important a step 
without 


consulting the supremo government. 
Then Altimira, Infuriated, wrote to 
tho governor, who had boon a party 
to tho proposed removal, concluding 
his tirade by saying: "I came to con- 
vert gentiles and to establish new 
missions, and if I cannot do it hero, 
which, as wo all agree, is the best 
spot In California for the purpose, I 
will leave the country." 


Governor 
Arguello 
assisted 
hia 
priestly friend as far as ho was able, 
and apprised Sarria. that he would 
sustain the new establishment, al- 
though ho would withdraw the order 
for the suppression of San Rafael. 
A compromise was then effected by 
which Now San Francisco was to re- 
main a mission In regular standing. 
But neither San Rafael nor old San 
Francisco were to be disturbed. 


Here, then, wore 
two 
missions 


dedicated to San Francisco de Asis«l. 
This, naturally, 
caused 
confusion, 


and something- must bo done, so the 
officials required of Padro AHimlra 
that ho change the name ot the So- 
noma mission to San Francisco de 
Solano. tho great apostle to the In- 
dies, and it was under this latter 
title that It was formally dedicated 
on Passion Sunday, April 4, 1S24. 


This closed the epoch of mission 


founding In California. 
Already tho 


forces were at work which were to 
bring them to ruin and decay. 
The 


hatred of Spanlartls and all things 
Spanish, culminating In the expulsion 
of Spanish domination from Mexico 
and the founding- of the republic of 
Mexico, necessarily operated to the 
disadvantage ot tho Spanish padros 
in California, and, as wo have soen, 
Mexican padres were sent to take 
their places. These men did not ex- 
erciso anything hko tho same con- 
trolling influence over the Indians 
that tholr Spanish predecessors had 
dono, and thus the change worked 
somewhat disastrously. 
The great 


disintegration, however, oame with 
a movement known, as "Seculariza- 
tion." By this term is 
meant 
the 


turning- over of tho mission estab- 
lishments to the 
regular 
clergy, 


ceasing the paternal government of 
tho missionaries, giving to each In- 
dian a. patch of land and whatever 
animals, us horses, mules, 
burros, 


cows or sheop, th;it tho mission own- 
ed and he could uee, for hie and his 
family's own personal 
use. 
Under 


tho mission system, everything was 
conducted as a groat family, over 
which tho mission padres had com- 
plete control. 
Under secularization 
this control was to be removed, the 
lands and animals parceled out and 
the Indians made citizens and treat- 
ed as such. It had always been tho 
purpose of the Spanish officials that 
this change should lake place when- 
ever the Indians were fitted for St. 
It Is upon this latter point that great 
discussion has arisen; and, naturally, 
much also would depend upon the- 
manner in which tho 
change 
was 


made. A vast amount of writing has 
been done upon both of these ques- 
tions, the critics of the mission sys- 
tem affirming- 
that 
the 
"pair mil 


method of government unfitted the 
Indians for citizenship, a. few even 
ffoing so far as to assert that tho 
Padres deliberately 
and 
purposely 


kept tho Indians In a state border- 
Ing upon slavery, while the defend- 
ers of the system stoutly maintain 
that It requires many yenrK to bring 
the Indians to a state of self-govern- 
ment, and that it was being as rap- 
idly and effectively done as was pos- 
sible. Of course, they resent, as I do 
with them, the Imputation of bad 
faith and of self seeking In 
their 


conduct of the missions and tho In- 
dians. The whole question is one of 
opinion nnd tho reading of the les- 
sons of actual experience, 
and 
In 


those matters dlfforoncos will oxlst 
so long as men look at them from 
•differing standpoints. 


Whatever, however, may bo one's 


opinion as to the rights of the ab- 
stract 
question 
of 
secularization, 


thr-re can be no differences upon the 
abominable methods followed by the 
Mexican politicians in 
bringing 
It 


,-ibout. 
Tho groat preponderance of 


testimony clearly shows that there 
was ono big, main, dominating ob- 
ject, »nd that was to plunder the mis- 
sions as much and as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and as for the Indians, they 
wore the "hindermost"—the 
devil 


might look after them. On,this mat- 
tor, Helen Hunt Jackson writes with 
knowledge and sympathy: 


"It Is impossible, in studying the 


records of this time, not to feel that 
the friars were, in the main, disposed 
to work in good faith for the best 
Interests of the state. 
That 
they 


opposed the secularization project la 
true; but it is unjust to assume that 
their motives in so doing were pui^e- 
ly selfish. 
Most certainly, the re- 


sults of the 
carrying 
out of that 


project were such as to prove all 
that they claimed of its untimeli- 
nos.fc- 
It is easy sayJup. as 'heir ene- 


mies do, that they would never have 
advocated It, and were not training 
the Indians with a view to it; but 
the first assertion is an assumption, 
and nothing more; and tho refutation 
of the second lies In the fact that 
even In that 
short 
time they had 


mado the savages into "masons, car- 
penters, 
plasterers, 
soapma.kers, 
tanners, 
shoemakers, 
blacksmiths, 


millers, bakers, cooks, liric kmakers, 
carters and cartnmkers, weavers and 
spinners, saddlers, shiphar.ds, agri- 
culturists, herdsmen, vintagers: in a 
word, they filled all tho laborious 
occupations known to civilized 
so- 
ciety." 
Moreover, in many 
of the 


missions, plots of land had already 
hen given t0 individual 
neophytes 


who seemed to havo intelligence and 
• -nsruy enough to begin an indepen- 
dent life for themselves. But it is 
Idle speculating now as what would 
or would not have been done under 
conditions whicji never existed." 


In order to givo the wnuUl-bu stu- 


dent 
ot" California mission history 


an Idea as to the great field it occu- 
pies 'in literature, let mo as;k him to 
read the "Bibliographical' Notes" at 
tho end of Churlea 
Kdward Chap- 


man's "Founding 
of Spanish Cali- 


fornia." 
Among 
other 
things he 
says:. 


"l>.ibcrt Howe Bancroft's works 
havo been used 
moro 
than other 


printed materials in preparing this 
volume, especially the first volume 
of the North 
Mexican 
States and 
Texas, but except in tho first chap- 
tor they havo not been employed to 
any considerable extent. 
Of late it. 


has been the fashion to pick flaws 
in Bancroft. 
Nevertheless, all stu- 


dents of Pacific Coast history must 
begin with his works; thoy arc the 
indispensable starting point." 


Of early Spanish works treating of 


the progress of northwestward ad- 
vance only those of Btlrrtel and Pa- 
lon havo been drawn upon to any ex- 
tent. 
It may be said o£ all works oC 
this class that they are useful pri- 
marily for events of the religious 
conquest, but rarely provide a clue 
to the causes of governmental ac- 
tion. These works should eventually 
take their place, therefore, aa sup- 
plementary material, and the official 
correspondence should bo substituted 
as tho principal source on which in- 
vestigators should rely for secular 
history. 


BEST WIUTTEN' 


R'iehman has been cited ,a num- 


ber of times, usually, as it happens. 
In ordor to point out his errors. Nev- 
ertheless, thero Is much In Richman's 
work of value to the Investigator, es- 
pecially, perhaps, in his notes. Rich- 
nian did not make adequate use of 
the materials that ho cited, but un- 
questionably his ifi the best brief his- 
tory of Spanish and Mexican Cali- 
fornia that has yet been written. 
Father Engclhurdt Is doing valu- 


able service in his work, not yet com- 
pleted, in which ho Is bringing to- 
gether a vast amount of data on the 
history of tho Catholic Missions oC 
tho Callfornias. 


"The Coleoolon" has 
been cited 


only once (Chap. I, n, 11). but a lew 
•words about Unit set, based on my 
personal knowledge of some of the 
original • documents from which the 
"Colecclon" was tnado up and on 
general report current among work- 
ers at tho Archive General de In- 
dias, may not be out of place. 
The 


"Colecolon" was compiled as a re- 
sult of tho Spanish government's de- 
sire to em:ouraffo tho study of Span- 
ish-American history, orders being 
given for the 
publication of docu- 


juenta. As an Inducement of that end 
and to prevent delays a bonua was 
offered of so much for every printed 
page that should be published. The 
result in quantity was gratifying. To 
avoid slow, 
painstaking 
InveEisat- 


tlon tho compilers drew very largely 
on logajos ot tho Patronato Real, a 
small group In tho Archivo Qanoral 
do Indias which haa been used more 
than others and was known to con- 
tain valuable 
materials 
about tho 


early explorers and conquerors. From 
these legajos 
they 
selected docu- 
ments which 
were 
easy to read, 


choosing ono or two in some cases 
from an oxporllentc that container! 
twenty, and giving the title of tho 
whole group to tha ono or two that 
they copied. 
Such, at least, was the 


case with certain New Mexico 
ma- 


terials appearing In volumes fifteen 
and sixteen of the "Colecclon." 


Tho work by N. N.—a book anony- 


mously published .In Ixindon, In 1655, 
deals with tho entlro Spanish domain 
In tho Americas, not merely Trtth tho 
region which we now call the "West 
Indies; indeed, that region g6ts very 
little 
attention. 
There are several 
chapters dealing with tho northern 
frontier of Now Spiln, one of them 
being devoted wholly to tho Call- 
fornlas.

University 
Extension 


Division of th« University of 
Cali- 


fornia comes an announcement of a 
correspondence course in the Appre- 
ciation nf Art. conducted by Dr. F. 
.Melbourne Greene. 


While committed to 
tho 
heretic 


belief that thn best way* to acquire 
an appreciation of art is by asso- 
ciation with It—by living with what 


is accepted authoritatively as good 
art, 
there 
is 
something 
to 
be 


said 
for 
the 
academic 
study of 


art as a, science, as 
the 
following 


course seems to be, prefacing 
the 


highly intellectual series of lectures 
by the vulgar assertion that "it were 
better to feel art than to know it." 
However, it does not follow that a 
complete digestion ot even so aca- 
demic a course will in any wise min- 
imize one's feeling for art, if the ca- 
pacity for feeling it is alive, within 
one. 
It should deepen it, but alas! 


so often cold academic study of the. 
principles and history of art, the me- 
chanics of it, merely serves to dull 
the senses to the joy and beauty and 
truth of art, which is of course, its 
highest message. 


However, where there is a. con- 


scious feeling for art, the course of- 
fered by the university could be ac- 
complished with profit, 
particularly 


as Professor Greene illuminates his 
lecture with works of great artists. 
That is his one best bet. 


"The aim oE this e.oursc. Dr. Greene 


wishes it understood, is not to de- 
scribe historically separate works of 
art, but to use them as vivid, con- 
crete exemplifications of tho funda- 
mental principles of 
artistic 
style. 


These principles he illustrates by tho 
use 
of 
carefully 
selected 
prints 


chosen from the University 
Series. 


Dr. Greene has had a wide experi- 
ence as an art lecturer and teacher 
in such places as tho Boston Museum 
of Vine Arts and Simmons College. 
The 
Intimate 
and 
comprehensive 


knowledge of the great galleries of 
Kurope, which Dr. Greene possesses, 
enables him to discuss authorjtativo- 
ly masterpieces which we shall bo 
able to view, for some time to come, 
only in reproduction. 
The fee for 


this course IA $7.50." 


The plan is as follows, according 


to the extension announcement: 


"A correspondence course in the 


'Appreciation of Art' has hcen pre- 
pared for the University of Califor- 
nia "Extension by Dr. P. Melbourne 
Greene. 
To the person, or the club,

But to Roger Fry. 
He hns been 


moved to discuss the French primi- 
tive who found his supreme inspira- 
tion among the simple, natural peo- 
ple of Tahiti and their little Garden 
of 
Kden, 
hy 
his much-discussed 


"Noa Noa." The critic goes on: 


"The greatest and 
certainly the 


profoundest artists are those who 
arrive at a vision so universalized 
that they become almost indifferent 
to what material lies to their hand. 
One kind of object, one type of hu- 
man being, serves as well as another: 
whatever is presented to their eyes 
becomes the springboard for their 
leap Into infinity. 
But Gauguin was 


not one of these. He needed for his in- 
spira.tion a certain kind of life, a. cer- 
tain type of natural forms. He had 
passionate tastes and preferences and 
in these he was original—to 
some 


extent his pictures 
express 
theso 


views about life, and to that exterH 
at least they have a literary content. 


"They are not purely expressions 


of feelings about form, but also, even 
if indirectly, about life. 
It ia pretty 


clear, tor instance, that Jn finding 
his way out of European civilization 
into the primitive life 
of 
Tahiti, 


Gauguin wag finding himself. 
And 


H was not only Tahitlan civilization 
that revealed Gauguin to himself, it 
wns also Tahitlsm art. 
So that Gau- 


guin became the first of the many 
modern artists who have since found 
the beat part of their inspiration in 
the art of so-called savages. 
The 


extraordinary thing is that this In- 
tensely self-conscious and Intellectual- 
Frenchman did manage to create an 
art which fused perfectly the naivete 
of savage art with the most accom- 
plished European tradition. Gauguin 
was never naive; the wonder is that 
an artist so sophisticated, so nearly 
an academic: (in the best sense of 
the word) did manage this feat with- 
out becoming affected or acquiring 
a false naivete.

The spirit of self-sucrifico among the 


men or the American navy and their 
unconquerable cheerfulness In that spirit 
Is probably shown nowhere bett*/ than 
In an Incident following the torpedoing a 
and sinking of the United Staten de- 
stroyer Jacob Jones. 


On the afternoon of December 6, 1317, 


.as tho Jacob Jonea was ploughing the 
waters of the Atlantic' somewhere In the 
vicinity of tho Scilly Islands,- the of- 
ficer of the deck suddenly caught sight 
of the wash of a torpedo approaching 
abeam of tho ship, lie Immediately re-, 
ported to the bridge and Instantlly the 
littlo craft waa put Into manoeuvers 
to escape the threatened blow. 
Bu^ 


the engine of death was too close, and 
a moment later It struck with a terrific 
explosion, blowing out one of the fuel 
oil tanks and flooding three largo com- 
partments. 


Immediately the vessel began to set- 


tle by the stern. 
Hurried commands 


were given to prepare to take to the 
rafts and boats. 
The blast that had 


wrecked the oil tanks and blown a. great 
hole in this side of the ship, and had 
atao put the wirelesa out of commission, 
so the sending out of a call for help 
was Impossible, and the commander 
saw at a glance that the sinking of 
the destroyer must follow In a very few 
minutes. 


There was little or no confusion on 


board, however. There was plenty ot 
haste, but in perfect order as the men 
went about the freeing of the rails and 
boats, but even the" cloSe calculation 
of the commander as to the time ho 
would have for learvins ship proved toe- 
Generous, and before the men had half- 
completed their preparations the little 
craft slipped down to "Davy Jones's 
locker," and they had to jump for their, 
lives and take a chance of catching 
the rafts and boats aa they 
floated 


clear of the ship and wont bobbin? on 
the crests and In the troughs of the 
rolling waves. 


But the men who now found them- 


selves floundering about In the 
chill 


waters of that December sea were men 
who hadn't stirred from their posts on 
their sinking ship or made any Inde- 
pendent efforts at 
saving themselves 


until their captain. Commander David 
W. Dagley, had run along the deck and 
had ordered them to Jump Into the sea * 
and to make for the floating rafts, and 
they were good fighters. 
Afi<J the last 


man to. leave the deck of the destroyer 
as It slipped under the waves was Com- 
mander Bagley. 


To swim to and catch the tossing rafta 


was no easy matter, and 
the men 


were having a hard fight: 
Time and 


again they would approach a 
raft ohly 


to have to dive away from it to keep 
from being hit. 
' 


Commander Bagley Is reported to have 


approached one raft after another, and 
aa soon as he had satisfied himself that 
the men were getting aboard all right 
he would cast off and swim to another 
raft, and so on until he finally lost 
consciousness. 


It was at this point that the hero of 


our story appears. He was one classed 
as a common seaman—and It gives us 
a thrill to stop a moment over the feel- 
ing that men of Ws type are common 
in our navy yard it is said that he him- 
self had twice been comfortably lAnded 
on a raft only to give up his place and . 
dive back Into the sea. when the riift 
he was 'on had 
become 
dangerously 


crowded, and- In bis last return to ihe 
frigid water for a trip to a less crowded 
raft he suddenly bumped Into the semi- 
conscious form of his commander, float- 
IBg as though lifeless on the sea. 


He himself was about "all In," he had 


been thrashed by the waves and hit by 
the 
ifcfts until a less stronger man 


would long ago have been put out of 
the fight, but as he came up with Ills 
commander, and saw that the spark 
of iife was still in him, the spirit of the 
man rose above his troubles, and spit- 
Ing out a big mouthful of water hp 
called out, "Hello captain, I Bay, where 
do we go from here?" 


Bagley was conscious enough to re-
